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| MURDER OF CIVIC 


GUARD. 


TWO ACCUSED MEN 
ACQUITTED. 


- 


In the Central Criminal Court, Green street, 
Dublin, yesterday, before Judge Johnston, 
two young men, Edward O'Reilly and James 
Ryan (Dalton) who were indicted for the 
murder of Civie Guard Hugh Ward, at Holly- 
ford, Co. Tipperary, on November 14, 1920, 
were found not guilty and discharged. 

Mr. Carrigan, x.C., who, with Mr. Dudley 
White, K.C. (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted, said that the men 
charged came from the village of Clonoulty, 
Co. Tipperary, and the scene of the crime 
was the villare of Hollyford. About 7 o'clock 
p.m. on Novemver 14, 1926, at least two men 
entered the Civic Guard barracks at Holly: 
ford. There were only two Guards there at 
the time—Ward and McTighe. Ward 
answered a knock at the front door, and 
when he opened the door he was shot in 
the head. He had strength enough to drag 
himself out to Mr. Dwyer’s publichouse. The 
shot was a fatal one. 

THE ATTACK ON THE BARRACKS. 

The jury would have to guess at the motive 
for the crime; but it would help them in 
their conjecture when he told them that 
there could be no doubt that this cold-blooded 
murder was done according to pian. There 
must have been many people concerned in 
the preparation for this attack on the barrack. 
He said that because all the telephone wires 
to the village were cut. 

There pete. iv be very little direct evidence 
in this case against the two accused men. 
So far as the prosecution could bring before 
them proof that these two men were the 
immediate authors of the crime, it would 
depend upon the evidence of Guard McTighe. 

There were many people about at the time 
of the occurrence, but nobody would come 
forward to say that they saw the accused 
men or anybody else in the village. That 
Court, as one of the tribunals for justice in 
this country, could do no more than to use 
all legitimate means to discover and suppress 
crime, and if the state of the country, or 
any part of it, was such that the people 
would not co-operate in the discovery and 
suppression of crime, then all the Executive 
of the country could do was to bring before 
the Court the case for the prosecution. If it 
was disabled it was not their fault. What- 
ever they said in this ccuntry about what 
others ought to think of them, they should 
among themselves make the admissjon that 
there were occasions in this country when 
the more publicly a crime was committed 
the more security had the criminals in its 
execution. In this case witnesses who were 
only a few feet or a few yards away when 
the crime was committed would say that 
while they saw persons in and about the 
barrack they could not distinguish anyone. 

THE FATAL SHOT, 

Guard McTighe would tell them that they 
were sitting in the kitchen when they heard 
talk and mild laughter outside the door. 
Two girls came in to the dayroom, having 
been admitted by Ward. When the girls 
left there was a knock at the front door, and 
when Guard Ward opened it a shot was fired 
at him. The back-door was then opened, and 
aman, with a blackened face, and carrying a 
large pistol or revolver, came in, and told 
Mclighe to put his hands up; and asked 
him if he had any arms, and where were his 
comrades. Another man, who was undis- 
guised, came in, and the first man ordered 
him to search Mc Tighe. The man did so, 
and took from him co. which he had in his 
note-book, and a receipt. The men then left. 

Guard Ward was taken to a local hospital, 
and was brought, to St. Vincent's Hospital, 
Dublin, the next day, and died the follow- 
ing day. Guard McTighe would prove that 
the prisoners were the two men who went 
into the kitchen. Though the police searched 
the district O'Reilly could not be found until 
December 27, and Ryan was not found until 
November 14 of this year, when he was 
arrested at Penryth, Cumberland. 

Ellen Shannon, Hollyford, said that on the 
eveniry; of November 14 she and a companion 
met (iuard Ward in the village about 7 
o'clock. They went into the barracks with 
Guard Ward, and they were inside for a few 
minutes, when they heard footsteps at the 
front. Guard Ward let them out through 
the back door. When witness and her com- 
panion were outside witness heard a shot a 
minute afterwards. She heard a second and 
third shot some minutes after. 

'“ After the’third shot,” said witness, “I 
saw Guard Ward come out the back door; 
but I did not notice his condition. He was 
about thirty yards away, and did not speak 
to me.”’ 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Connor, witness 
said that she did not see any strangers in the 
village that evening. 

THREE FIGURES. 

Eileen Hallis, who was with the previous 
witness, gave corroborative evidence. While 
in the barracks she saw, through the window 
of the day room, three figures standing about 
three yards from the front door of the 
harrack., She could not see whether the 
figures were men or women. 

What way were they facing ’—Right up to 
the barrack door. 

And you were three yards away, And you 
can’t say whether they were men or women ?— 
No. 

Witness in further evidence stated ‘that 
afier hearing the shots they ran on to the 
road, and while there she saw a Guard come 
out from the back door of the barrack. 

How far away was he’?’—About forty yards. 

He was in uniform ’?—Yes. es 

So you had a better view of a figure forty 


| yards away than you had of three figures 


three yards away ’—Yes. 

Witness added that the Guard moved along 
the wall of the barrack with his arms out- 
stretched, as if resting upon it. She could 
not say whether he was wounded. “Two shots 
were fired afterwards from the bridge, one of 
which she saw being fired by a person in 
dark clothes. 

(ross-examined by Mr. O'Connor, witness 
said that she could not identify the person 
who fired the shots from the bridge, nor 
could she tell whether they were fired by a 
man or a woman. : : 

FOUR SHOTS. 

Philip Ryan, a farmer, living near Holly- 
ford, stated that while in the village on 
that evening he saw Sergeant Cahill and the 
two previous witnesses. Having passed the 
barrack, and when about twenty yards away, 
he heard a shot. He, with his companion, 


, went back and stood in front of the barrack. 


and they heard another shot. then 
went into a stables near the 
while there witness saw three men on the 
road, and heard another shot. He did not 
recognise any of the men, nor could he do 
so when the fourth shot was fired, and the 
men were fifteen yards away. He saw Guard 
Mc Tighe, who went for the priest and doctor. 

Detective-Offver Thomas O'Reilly stated 
that he found a bullet of a Colt automatic 
revolver in Hollywood Barrack. The car- 
tridge to correspond was found forty yards 
away. He found a cartridge case for a 
‘‘ Peter the Painter’’ revolver in front of 
the barrack. 

John Mullane, a motor mechanic, stated 
that James Ryan was at a dance in Tipperary 
on November 14, 1926, and had tea in his 
house about 7 p.m. He was not surprised 
that Ryan Aes have paid him a bill that 
night, being Sunday. 

Guard Martin MeTighe, examined by Mr. 
Dudley White, K.C., stated that he was 
stationed at Hollyford on November 14, 1926. 
Guard Ward and himself were in the kitchen. 
Guard Ward opened the front door, and 
witness heard him speaking to some persons 
outside. Some people came into the day 
room, and soon afterwards left by the back 
door. He heard a knock at the front door, 
which Guard Ward opened. He then heard 
a shot, and the shuffling of feet. 

MONEY AND DOCUMENTS STOLEN. 

What happened then’? The door leadin 
to the kitchen was opened, and a man with 
a ‘‘Peter the Fainter’’ revolver entered. 
The man's face bore traces of what appeared 
to be boot polish. He told me to put up 
my hands. refused at first, but when he 
called on me the second time 1 put up m 
hands. He asked had I any arms and felt 
in my pockets, and shortly afterwards I 
heard a shot, and the footsteps of a second 
person who came into the kitchen. That 
man was told by the first man to search me, 
He did so and took away some private docu- 
ments, an official notebook, and £30 in notes. 
The second man was not disguised. 

The men then left, and witness followed 
them, but was ordered back to the kitchen. 
One of the men said: ' Look after one of 
your men; he is shot.”’ 

Guard Ward was at this time in Michael 
Dwyer's house, bleeding from a wound in 
the head. 

Mr. White—-Do you see the man who was 
the first raider that night’ Yes, sir, the man 
on the left (pointing to the dock). 

What is his name? Edward O'Reilly. 

Do you see the second raider? Yes; the

Mr. Finlay (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) applied on behalf of Diarmuid

Standard, to show cause why an information 
or informations should not be exhibited 
against him for certain alleged misdemeanours 
in printing and publishing in the Waterford 
Standard newspaper of the 5th of last month 
‘false and scandalous libels ' concerning 
them.

OhEigceartuigh, Chairman of the Local 
Appointments Commission, who referred to 
the appointment of Mr. O’Neill, Mr. Boland 
and hunself as Local Appointments (Com- 
missioners, and stated that on the Ist March, 
1927, a ire ie was made to them to make a 
recommendation to the Mayor, Aldermen and 
Burgesses of the County Borough of Water- 
ford, of a person suitable to fill the position 
of Borough Surveyor to that body. wank. 
one persons made application for the posi- 
tion, and a Selection Board was constituted 
to examine into, and report to, the Appoint- 
ments Commissioners on, the qualifications 
and fitness of the various applicants for the 
position. The Selection Board so appointed 
consisted of Mr. John J. Murphy, formerly 
Town Clerk of Dublin, and now Chairman 
of the Shannon Electricity Board; Mr. J. 
Quigley, B.E., Chief Roads Engineer to the 
Department of Local Government and Public 
Health; Mr. P. H. McCarthy, M.A.. BE. 
M.I.C.E.1., Civil Engineer;’ Mr. T. J. 
Byrne, A.R.I.B.A., F.R.LA.L, Principal 
Architect to the Commissioners of Public 
Works; and Mr T. J. Monaghan, Staff Engi- 
neer in the Department of Posts and Tele. 
graphs, member of the Institution of Electri- 
cal Engineers, and B.Sc., London.

THE PARAGRAPH. 

In the issue of the newspaper known as 
the Waterford Standard, of the 5th Novem. 
ber, 1927, continued the affidavit, which 
was read by Mr. Finlay, the following para- 
graph was published in connection with the 
filling of the said position of Borough Sur- 
veyor to the said Mayor, Aldermen and Bur- 
gesses of the County Borough of Water 
ford :— 

“The Borough Surveyor—We had an 
opportunity this week of reading a letter 
from Mr. W. E. Andrews, 4 Northumberland 
road, Dublin, who was one of the candidates 
for the — of Borough Surveyor for 
Waterford.”’ 

“Mr. Andrews is well known in Water- 
ford, having worked with the late Mr. 
Reade, C.E., with whom he was identified in 
the supervision of the Kilkenny drainage 
scheme. Mr. Andrews, in this letter, says : 

There were ten of us up for interview, and there 
was no result until Sheedy’s name was wiven tu 
the Corporation for the appointment. I have now 
heard from two different members of the Selec 
tion Committee that I was unanimously recom 
mended to the Appointments Board, but they have, 
through the Ministry, sent forward Sheedy’s name. 
1 have no hope of the job now, but as the Public 
Appointments Board was established to do away 
with canvassing and corruption, it is only right 
that this trickery should be exposed. The Selec. 
tion Board consisted of the Chairman (Murphy, 
ex-Town Clerk of Dublin), the secretary and two 
engineers, Quigley, T. H. McCarthy, T. J. Byrne. 
and an electrical man, and I hear they are amazed 
at their recommendation being turned down. 

“Mr. Quigley, who is referred to in this 
letter, is a road expert, and he conducted 
the examination of the candidates on roads. 
Mr. McCarthy specialises on sewers and wate 
supply, and Mr. Byrne is the housing 
expert.” 

‘As will be seen from the full report, 
which we publish in another column, thx 
Department of Local Gove:niment and Publi: 
Health has given Waterford Corporation 
fourteen days’ notice to make the appoint- 
ment of Borough Surveyor, otherwise pro- 
ceedings by way of mandamus will be taken 
and the councillors who oppose the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Sheedy, the nominee of the 
Local Appointments Board, will be made 
liable for costs ' 

“If the information contained in Mr. 
Andrew's letter is true, it reveals a scan- 
dslous condition of affairs, and for the 
sake of establishing public confidence in the 
action of the Appointments Board in recom- 
mending only the name of Mr. Sheedy for 
the position of Borough Surveyor in Water- 
ford, we believe it 1s essential for the Loca! 
Appointments Commissioners before a. writ 
of mandamus is issued to either refute cr 
justify the allegations contained in this letter 
trom Mr. Andrews, the original of which we 
were permitted to see.” 

THE SELECTION BOARD'S REPORT. 

The article, stated Mr. O hkigceartuaigh 
in his atlidavit, contained ihe following false 
and malicious statements: (a) ‘‘I was unani 
mously .recommended '—by the Selection 
Board— “to the Appointments Board’; (b) 
“And I hear they that is, the Selection 
Board) are amazed at their recommendation 
being turned down.” The plain and obvious 
meaning of the article was that the Local 
Appointments Commissioners in discharge of 
their official duties acted corruptly and were 
guilty of misconduct, and through some 
improper motive favoured David Sheedy to 
the exclusion of a person or persons better 
fitted for the position. 

‘*T say that my colleagues and myself, in 
recommending the said David Sheedy as the 
person for appointment to the said position 
of Borough Surveyor to the Mayor, Aldermen 
and Burgesses of the County Borough of 
Waterford,’ stated Mr. O hEigceartuigh wm 
his affidavit, ‘acted honestly in the discharge 
of our duties, and were prompted solely with 
a desire that the person best qualified and 
suited for the position should be appointed. 

“ The Selection Board did not unanimously 
recommend the said William P. Andrews to 
vs as the best qualified candidate. Though 
I am reluctant to disclose the report received 
hy us from said Selection Board, I do so 
heeause this slander assails the integrity of 
the administration by us of duties which 
are essentially of a nature that cannot be 
discharged without retaining the confidence 
of the public. The facts are: that of six 
candidates whose names were reported to us 
with their qualifications, the said William P. 
Anarews was lowest placed, and the said 
David Sheedy was recommended as the first 
and best qualified of all the candidates who 
applied for the position.”’

A VALUATION APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND MR. 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

In the. matter of the Dundalk Gas Com- 
pany, appellants, and the Commissioner of 
‘faluation, respondent, a legal argument on 
the method of assessing the valuation of plant 
in gas works was opened on an appeal from a 

decision of the Circuit Judge at Dundalk. 

In May last the Dundalk Gas Company 


| contended that the Supreme Court, which had 


appealed against a valuation at £935, and 
this sum Judge Doyle reduced to £523. The 
Commissioner of Valuation now asked that the 
order of the Circuit Judge ‘should Lo dis- 
charged on several grounds, the SA 30 one 
being that the judge was wrong in olding 
that the expression ‘‘ machinery’ in Section 
7 of the Rateable Property (Amendment) Act, 
1860, included not merely all machinery 
operated by motive power, but also all pro- 
ductive apparatus forming the equipment of 
a manufactory the manufacturing effects of 
which were produced independently of motive 
power; that he was wrong in holding that in 
order to become the subject matter of valua- 
tion an apparatus must be a machine for the 
development of motive power, and that he 
was wrong in holding that he was bound to 
exclude from valuation all machinery operated 
by motive power, and also all productive 
apparatus forming the equipment of the 
Dundalk Gas Company, the effects of which 
were produced independently of motive power. 

The present appellant, the Commissioner of 
Valuation, asked for an order that all the 
apparatus used in a gas works, whether 
operated by motive power or not, was subject 
to valuation. 

Mr. McCann, K.C.,“who, with Mr. George 
R. O'Connor (instructed by Mr. P. Coll, 
Treasury Solicitor), appeared for the Com- 
missioner of Valuation, opened the appeal, 
and had not concluded when the Court rose. 

Mr. Price, K.C., and Mr. Charles 5. 
Campbell (instructed by Messrs. Dickie, 
Coulter and Hamill) appeared for the Dundalk

the defendant in the case of Matheson and 
others v. Wilson from an order of Mr. Justice 
Sullivan, Mr. Justice Hanna and Mr. Justice 
O'Byrne in the High Court, refusing to gran! 
an order restraining by way of prohibition 
the Master of the High Court from acting on, 
or making any inquiry under, an order of the 
Supreme Court, dated July 26th, 1927, on the 
ground that the Master had no jurisdiction 
undér the Rules of Court or otherwise to act 
on, or make an inquiry or decision under, 
that order. 

The submission in support of the appeal 
was that, if the Master acted under the order 
of the Supreme Court, he would be exercising 
judicial functions and exceeding his jurisdic- 
tion as an officer of the Court, and that 
so much of the order purported to 
give him such power was sive vires 
and contrary to the provisions’ of 
the Constitution, and that, if the Courts of 
Justice Act purported to give him such 
power, that Act was also witra vires and 
contrary to the Constitution. It was further

made the order, in giving judgment in the 
action mentioned, relating to inaed breach 
of contract in connection with the purchase 
of shares in the Ivy Weaving Company, 
Lurgan, under the Courts of Justice Act and 
the Courts (Officers) Act, was not empowered 
to delegate powers to assess damages to the 
Master in the manner described; and that an 
order of the Supreme Court such as this, 
giving jurisdiction to a person who had not 
got it, could be touched only by an Act of 
Parliament.

One year afterwards, 
on December 6th, 1922, the Free State 
came into full constitutional bemg. A 
Royal decree proclaimed the birth of the 
new State; the Governor-General was 
appointed, and the Oireachtas met together 
for the first time in Leinster House, 
Dublin. The year that elapsed between 
the signing of the Treaty and the formal 
establishment of the State was a severe 
testing-time for the young Government 
which had been entrusted the 
administration of the transition period.

The courage and 
coolness that were shown by the Provi- 
sional Government came as a revelation 
to the country’s best friends. Its task was 
performed without flinching, and to-day, 
alter six years, the Free State is as free 
from threats ot armed violence against the 
Constitution as any other country in 
Europe.

At first progress was slow, but since 
the end of the civil war remarkable strides 
have been taken. Taxes have been reduced 
considerably; services have ben im- 
proved; widespread 
instituted, and a completely new system of 
government has been reared on the ruins of 
the old régime. Law and order have been 
restored throughout the land. The 
Judiciary has been remodelled; an un- 
armed police force has been established in 
the country; a new Licensing Act has 


been put into force, and virtually the 


reforms have been 


whole structure of local government has 
been revised. The position of agriculture 
has been strengthened enormously. By 
the Land Act of 1923 land purchase has 
been completed. The export of butter and 
eggs is controlled now by a rigid system 
of grading, with a consequent improve- 
ment in quality, while the Live-stock 
Breeding Act has done, and is doing, a 
great deal for trade. In 
addition to these measures, power has been 
granted by the Oireachtas to set up an 
agricultural credits corporation which will 
advance long-term loans to the farmers. 
On the industrial side, of course, the out- 
standing achievement of the Government 
is the Shannon scheme. This great pro- 
ject was launched at a time when the 
future of the Free State seemed to be any- 
thing but bright, and there are many who 
still take the view that it was premature. 
Nevertheless, electric current will be 
furnished from the Shannon within the 
next eighteen months, and, if the Irish 
people make proper use of it, the whole 
economic position of the country may be 
transformed. 

Naturally, this imposing catalogue of 
constructive achievements has not been com- 
pleted without mistakes. One of them, as 
we think, is the Free State’s fiscal policy. 
In its zeal for the promotion of native 
industries the Government has imposed a 
series of ‘‘selective’’ tarifis which have 
done more harm than good. Fortunately, 
a Tariff Commission now investigates every 
application for a new duty; but there is 
no doubt that at the beginning the Govern- 
ment acted with undue haste. Again, we 
think that a mistake was committed when 
the Government decided to make the Irish 
language compulsory in the schools, while 


the cattle 


in smaller matters, such as the coinage, 
it has been apt to insist on changes merely 
in order to be different from Great Britain. 
On balance, however, great things have 
been done. Many sacrifices have been 
made since 1921; valuable lives have been 
lost, and there has been a vast expenditure 
of treasure. Yet, who will deny that Ire- 
land has not gained by the experiences of 
the last six years? Old prejudices have 
been killed, secular feuds have disap- 
peared. In the face of a common danger 
Irishmen of all shades of opinion have 
been brought together, and loyalty to the 
Saorstát to-day is the monopoly of no 
party or no class. It is, unfortunately, 
true that Northern Ireland still holds 
aloof ; but a better spirit has been created 
on both sides of the border, and we have 
no doubt that twenty years hence Irish 
unity will have ceased to be regarded as 
a shadowy ideal. That unity never will 
be achieved by attempts to force the pace. 
On the other hand, the Irish statesman 
who does not seek to promote it by every 
means in his power will be guilty of an 
unpardonable crime against his country. 


Architects in Ireland. 


Two years ago we chronicled the estab- 
lishment of a school of architecture in 
University College, Dublin. Yesterday, 
addressing the Dublin Rotary Club, Pro- 
fessor R. M. Butler spoke of the im- 
portance of that school's work. The degree 
of Bachelor of Architecture will be con- 
ferred after a five years’ course, and it 
will imply not only proficiency in the 
geometrical, mathematical and scientific 
aspects the building art, but a 
knowledge of its history and theory. Ií 
the modern architect is to succeed, he must 
be at once builder and designer, artist and 
decorator ; he must be versed in the laws 
of hygiene, must understand heating, 
lighting and ventilation; and he must! be 
lawyer enough to know something of the

In other countries schools of architecture 
have reformed the whole art by bringing 
back the co-operative genius of the 
medieval guilds. In America especially, 
the boldest and most graceful work of re- 
cent years is the product of architectural 
groups working under the inspiration of 
masters who organise rather than execute. 
With the lifting—or rather restoration— 
of this great craft to an academic dignity, 
we may hope that it will enjoy a new 
prestige in the popular esteem. The miser- 
able building which has marred Ireland’s 
rare opportunity in these years of recon- 
struction would have been evaded if those 
who commissioned building works had 
realised the necessity to secure ¢ esigns 
from artists of genius and 
familiar with the best contemporary work. 
New needs, new materials, transform the 
architect’s problem; and if he seeks to 
copy work that was executed in wholly 
different circumstances, he outrages the 
past instead of profiting from it. Pro- 
fessor Butler suggested that the men of 
business, rather than the Church, would be 
the chief patrons of architecture hereaiter. 
Ecclesiastical architecture, however, always 
must excite the supreme exertions of the 
artist. Of late much attractive work has 
been done in Ireland—particularly in the 
environs of Dublin—with concrete. The 
simple stucco churches of rural Italy and 
Spain appear to be the models of graceful, 
There is 


experience, 


snowy structures, tiled in red. 
no sign, however, of original treatment or 
of the development of a style appropriate 
to the plastic new material. In France, 
since the Great War, remarkable experi- 
ments have been made in the building of 
concrete churches in the devastated area, 
culminating in the Church of St. Laurent 
Blangy on the Arras-Gavreliles Road. Here 
a luminous building, with softened points 
in its tall windows, seems to be moulded 
in a single piece, even in its mullions and 
ornaments. The genius of concrete is re- 
vealed in a thing of new beauty. This 
building is no larger or more costly than 
an Irish suburban church. If Ireland has 
failed to lead, is she also to fail even to 


imitate ? 


The Channel Islands. 


The Channel Islands own allegiance to 
King George as Duke of Normandy, and are 
very jealous of their privileges, which in- 
clude virtual freedom from imperial taxa- 
tion. For instance, while they have no 
sympathy with British tax-evaders, they 
insist that the British Government shall 
seek its redress not as a legal claimant, 
but as a humble petitioner. Now a new 
question has arisen which arouses fear 
that, if the islanders do not bestir them- 
selves, their cherished independence may 
be slighted. The Anglican Church in 
Jersey has her own laws, embodied in her 
own canons; and, according to these 
canons, a Prayer-book which becomes legal 
in England becomes automatically legal in 
Jersey. Such, at least, is the view of Mr. 
Athelstan Riley, an authority on 
ecclesiastical politics. Writing to The 
Times from Jersey, he cites the precedent 
of 1662, and calls attention to the fact 
that the Channei Islands are included in 
the bitterly contested measure which 1s 
now before the Imperial Parliament. 
Jersey, it seems, has no desire to be 
saddled with this measure. Mr. Riley 
does not discuss her people’s attitude to 
the doctrina] issues; her objection, we 
gather from his letter, is based chiefly on 
constitutional grounds. The clergy and 
laity of Jersey have no representation in 
the English Church Assembly or in the 
Imperial Parliament. Their Establish- 
ment differs in many respects from the 
Establishment in England. If the nature 
of their Prayer-book can be decided over 
their heads, without any reference to their 
Church or State, a precedent will be 
created for future interference with ques- 
tions of offices, property and finance. We 
infer, however, from Mr. Riley’s letter 
that a constitutional conflict between the 
King’s Dominions in England and in 
Normandy. is ‘highly improbable. This 
appears to be merely a case in which the 
Home Office—Sir William Joynson Hicks, 
of all persons !—has been caught napping. 
Hitherto the words “ shall apply to the 
Channel Islands” have been struck out 
of all Church Assembly measures before 
they were submitted to Parliament. On 
this occasion the excision has been over- 
looked, but we have no doubt that as 4 
result of Mr. Riley’s letter it will be made 
forthwith, and that Jersey will resume her 


-mormal calm. The incident may remind 


Irish Churchmen to be grateful for an 
Act of Parliament which was passed some 
sixty years ago. 


Hospital Sunday. 


We do not know the origin of the 
phrase ‘ sanctified common-sense,” but we 
hasten to apply it to the letter from Canon 
G. A. Chamberlain which we print to-day. 
The success or failure of “Hospital 
Sunday” is an important matter for the 
Dublin hospitals, and Canon Chamberlain 
shows that success or failure may depend 
largely on the selection of the moment of 
appeal. In the present year “ Remem- 
brance Sunday” pushed “Hospital 
Sunday ” forward from the second 
Sunday in November, hitherto the normal 
date, until the first Sunday in December ; 
and the change probably will be per- 
manent, since the claims of Earl Haig’s 
Fund are indefeasible. Canon Chamber- 
lain holds that December—or, indeed, 
November—is not a good month for the 
“Hospital Sunday ” collections. He de- 
scribes those two months truly as the 
“financially congested district’’ of the 
Christian atlas. In November the Church 
communities hold their parish sales and 
make collections for sustentation and 
other funds: there is a steady call upon 
the churchgoer’s loyalty and charity. 
Even in early December the costly cheer- 
fulness of Christmas is looming ahead. 
There are special charities, ‘“tips’’ and 
domestic expenses ; there is necessary fore- 
thought for the bills that come with the 
new year. We agree with Canon Chamber- 
lain that all these conflicting demands are 
bound to prejudice the welfare of a 
December appeal for the hospitals. He 
suggests, in effect, that the organisers ol 
“Hospital Sunday’’ ought to temper the 
wind to the shorn lamb. May and June 
probably are the months when parochial 
appeals are fewest, and in those months 
church congregations have not begun to 
feel the drain of summer holidays. We 
think that Canon Chamberlain has made 
a very sound case for the observance of 
“Hospital Sunday’’ in the early summer, 
and we commend his arguments to the 
committee of the Fund.

Performances by the London String Quartet 
stirred audiences at Ballsbridge yesterday to 
an exceptional warmth of enthusiasm. Messrs. 
John Pennington, Thomas Petre, H. Waldo 
Warner, and ©. Warwick-Evans—musicians 
who give almost their whole attention to 
chamber music—have been working together 
for a long time now, and in perfection of 
ensemble the London String Quartet now 
stands unexcelled. True, the musicians ol 
the Lener Quartet have as thorough an 
understanding among themselves, but it is an 
understanding to let their leader's silky 
violin tone predominate. In the London 
String Quartet, on the corftrary, the 
significant quality was balance, which, after 
ail, is the best of merits in quartet playing 

The two programmes covered a great range 
of style and period in string-quartet writing 
from Haydn and Mozart to Dohnanyi, taking 
in early Beethoven, mature Brahms, and a 
Dvorak, who might be said to be enjoying a 
second childhood nurtured on _ negro folk- 
music, as his first was on the native melodies 
of his own Bohema. The Dvorak quartet 
played last night is known, in fact, as the 
‘Nigger’ quartet, because its thematic 
material, lke that of the “New World’ 
symphony, 1s derived from melodies current 
among the ‘‘ darkie’”’ folk of the Southern 
States of America. The playing of this work 
seemed to give especial pleasure to the even 
ing audience, and the performers were recalled 
again and again to acknowledge applause. 

It is difficult, however, to say that the 
London Quartet’s playing of the Dvorak was 
superior to its playing of the other music. 
In the list of six quartets played yesterday 
we had, apparently, the cream of this com- 
bination’s repertoire—the works in which the 
players are most sure of themselves and of 
their mastery of the music. While the youth- 
ful romanticism of the Dohnanyi, for instance, 
pleased in one way, the classical clarity. of 
other work was equally pleasing in another, 
Because we heard in all the Quartet work 
perfect balance and thorough finish, and 
never a hint of mannerism in any of the 
work, no occasion o¢curred for the singling 
out of any movement or passage for special

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NATIONAL TEACHERS AND 


UNIVERSITY DEGREES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—May I make a few comments on Dr. 
Kingsmill Moore’s observation that ' every 
trained teacher who leaves Kildare place is a 
member of Trinity College, Dublin 7 As a 
university graduate, engaged in educational 
work, I have received several queries from 
persons who wish to know whether the state- 
ment quoted above means that all national 
teachers who qualify through Kildare place 
are graduates of Dublin University. W hile 
it is quite evident, to anyone who is 
acquainted with the details, that Dr. Kings- 
mill Moore does not intend to leave this 
doubtful impression in his readers’ minds, I 
think it is only fair to Trinity graduates in 
general, and in particular to those national 
teachers, trained at Kildare place, who have 
had the enterprise and enthusiasm to complete 
their university course, that the full facts 
should be set forth more explicitly. 

So far as my knowledge goes, students who 
enter Kildare place and T.C.D. simul- 
taneously have normally not completed their 
Senior Freshman year at the time of their 
completing the course at Kildare place; in 
fact, they have not yet negotiated ‘‘ Little-go,’’ 
the recognised pons asinorum of Freshmen. 
Hence those who aspire to obtain a degree 
have to take ‘‘ Little-go '’ and the full work 
of the two Sophister years after their de- 
parture from Kildare place. I do not know 
what percentage actually survive the final 
test, but I do not think that it is at present 
particularly high, as the time a national 
teacher has available for private study is 
necessarily. very limited. Great credit is due 
to those who possess sufficient of the virtue 
of ‘‘stickability’’ to enable them to settle 
down to a very strenuous portion of the 
course.

I think I 
am right in saying that the pass man’s 
“examination high-water mark” is _ repre- 
sented by a really good Respondency (which 
In many cases seems to be indicative of as 
high an educational standard as that attained 
by any graduate except a Moderator). Even 
in my own limited circle of acquaintances 
there are more cases than one of students 
who have secured a first Respondency without 
having at any time passed within the portals 
of Kildare place; many of them, indeed, have 
obtained the degree entirely by examination, 
without attending even the lectures at Trinity

British Minister of Health, in opening the 
Redhill Hospital at Edgware yesterday 
afternoon. 

“King Henry VIII.,’’ he continued, 
“died of an ulcer in the leg, which had 
crippled him for years, and for which the 
medical and surgical science of his day 
could do nothing. His son, Edward VI, 
appears to have had consumption. People 
did not know what it was at that time. 
He had the attentions of a famous 
physician, and as he could do no good they 
called in a professor from Oxford, and 
even he had to confess himself beaten. 
Then they called in a female ‘quack,’ who 
gave the poor boy such drastic remedies 
that all his hair fell off, and the nails of 
his fingers and toes shrivelled up and fell 
away. 

“As for Charles IT. he was simply 
tortured on his death-bed by the services 
of no less than fourteen doctors, who dosed 
him from morning till night with pre- 
scriptions, one of the most harmless of 
which was forty drops of spirit of human 
Skull. (Laughter.) Well, he died.” 


IMPORTANOE OF HEALTH. 

“Without health.” said Mr. Chamber- 
lain, “ no one could enjoy life and do his 
duty adequately as a citizen, and what- 
ever was done towards improving the 
general standard of public health was 
adding to national efficiency. The best 
way to improve public health was by the 
prevention of disease, and if only the 
efforts made by the Minister of Health, 
with the co-operation of Boards of 
Guardians and local authorities, medical 
practitioners and others were perfectly 
successful, there would be no need for 
hospitals. Doctors, matrons, and even 
Boards of Guardians, would then join the 
ranks of the unemployed, and many people 
would be deprived of one of their greatest 
pleasures—viz., discussing their symptoms 
and comparing them with those of other 
people. 

“ But,” added the Minister, “ although 
by what we are doing for the improvement 
of health and the safeguarding of people 
against infection, we have actually re- 
duced the mortality rate in this country, 
and lengthened the general expectation of 
life itself, we shali not in our day reach 
the time when we can dispense with treat- 
ment. | 

A CHANGE OF ATTITUDE. 

“It is no longer possible to treat the 
majority of patients in their houses. That 
is one reason why the amount of hospital 
accommodation that would have been 
ample only twenty-five years ago is en- 
tirely inadequate to-day. We are rapidly 
getting away from the old idea that the 
rich should be treated in their own 
homes; that the poor should be dealt with 
in the voluntary hospitals ; that those who 
are neither rich nor poor, and have no 
‘ime to be il}, do not want any tratment 
at all; and that for the pauper there is 
reserved the workhouse infirmary. To-day 
we feel that there is no class of the com- 
munity which should be excluded from 
hospital treatment. 

“T foresee the time in the not distant 
future, when every hospital, whether 
voluntary or poor law, municipal, or some 
other kind, will play a part in the general 
scheme of institutional treatment which 
will be sufficient to provide for the needs 


of everyone.”

CIVIL SERVANTS WAITING TO

set up to hear their applications had not 
sat for some two years since Mr. Justice 
Wylie resigned the chairmanship; and 
whether, having regard to the delay in 
dealing with these ex-British civil servants’ 
claims, he will make representations to the 
Irish Free State in the matter.

At 2.15 o'clock on the morning of the 
6th December, 1921, Arthur Griffith, 
Michael Collins and the other Irish 
plenipotentiaries rose from a table in 10 
Downing street, having signed a Treaty 
of Peace which gave Ireland Dominion 
status. 

Five years ago to-day a Royal Proclama- 
tion announced the establishment of the 
Irish Free State; the first meeting of 
the. first Parliament of the newly- 
established State was held at Leinster 
House; Mr. T. M. Healy, K.C., assumed 
the Governor-Generalship of the youngest 
Dominion ; and Sir James Craig announced 
Northern Ireland's intention of opting out 
of the Free State. 


CONGRATULATIONS. 

On the morning of December 6th, 1922, 
Mr. Cosgrave, head of the Provisional 
Government, received messages of greet- 
ing and congratulation from His Majesty 
the King, from General Smuts, from Mr. 
Bonar Law and from distinguished Irish- 
men and women at home and beyond the 
seas. At á o'clock on the same day the 
first Parliament of the Irish Free State 
assembled. Led by Mr. Cosgrave, the 
deputies came to the Clerk's table to be 
sworn in by Mr. Michael Hayes, the pre- 
sent Speaker. The majority of the 
deputies had served in the Provisional 
Parliament, and not a few of them had a 
share in the construction of the Constitu- 
tion upon which the electorate had just 
been invited to pronounce judgment.

THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

At the same time Mr. Timothy M. 
Healy, K.C., was being sworn in at his 
residence, ‘‘Gleann Aluinn,’’ Chapelizod, 
Co. Dublin, as first Governor-General of 
the Irish Free State. 

It has been stated frequently of late 
that His Excellency is due to retire to- 
day. The statement is based on a reading 
of Article 60 of the Constitution, which 
declares that the Governor-General of the 
Saorstat “shall be appointed in like 
manner as the Governor-General of 
Canada, and in accordance with the 
practice observed in the making of such 
appointments.’’ The Canadian Governor- 
General’s tenure of office in practice has 
never, I think, extended further than five 
years, but so far as I can ascertain there 
is nothing in Mr. Healy’s Letters Patent 
or terms of appointment requiring him to 
retire within a given period. It is common 
knowledge that he is not anxious to con- 
tinue in office as the Governor-General, but 


neither is there.the slightest public desire 


that he should resign it. I believe that 
he has been persuaded not to resign, and 
no objection is likely to be entered. 

To return, however, to the first sitting 
of the first Parliament of the Irish Free 
State, and the momentous events that 
were incidental to it, the new Chamber 
adjourned late in the evening after an 
Executive Council had been nominated by 
the newly-elected President (Mr. Cosgrave).

Sidney Bernard Goulter (25), an engineer, 
who was put on trial at the Aéssizes, Guild- 
ford, Surrey, yesterday, charged with the 
murder of Constance -Gertrude Oliver (21), 
a Battersea typist, who was found strangled 
in Richmond Park, Surrey, was found guilty, 
and sentenced to death.

SPEECHES OF COUNSEL. 

Addressing the jury for the defence, Mr. 
Lawrence Vine urged the absence of honest 
motive for the death of Miss Oliver. Ac- 
cording to Goulter’s own confession, he had 
a hand in her death. But for his statement 
to the police there would, not be much 
evidence against him. ounsel contended 
t! there was no intention of murder, and 
that the charge of murder should be uced 
to one of manslaughter. ..If the jury decided 
that Goulter did this thing, he asked them 
to say that Goulter was insane at the time. 

Mr. J. D. Cassels, M.P., replying for the 
Crown, asked was motive altogether absent 
from this case. Jealousy, he said, had pro- 
vided the motive for many an act of horror. 
Regarding the defence of insanity, the jury 
had to be satisfied that when the man 
tightened the calico around the throat of the 
girl he was suffering from such a defect of 
reason that. it produced disease. of the mind, 
that at the time he did not know what he 
was doing, or, if he did know, that he did 
not know it was wrong. 

' THE SUMMING UP, 

Mr. Justice Horridge, summing up, said 
that, whether Goulter intended to Bis á the 
girl unconscious or not, if he inflicted what 
the law called grievous bodily harm, and 
intended to inflict grievous bodily harm, that 
would, in the eyes of the law, be murder.

Only last week 
one of their travellers in Baltic ports reported 
that he came across no fewer than six other 
travellers of Newcastle firms. What applies 
to this firm applies to all the large coal 
exporting firms of this country, and in a less 
degree tc smaller firms.”

VILLAGES ISOLATED. 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
ALGIERS, Monday. 

The heavy rains, which have been beating 
down on Algeria since the beginning of No- 
vember, and which, in the last few days of 
the month, culminated in disastrous floods, 
have finally ceased; the waters have begun 
to recede, and hope has returned to the 
stricken population. The total loss is set at 
about 600,600,000 francs by M. Bordee, the 
Governor-General. 

The affected country has now the desolate 
appearance of a war-stricken area, The work 
of getting in touch with ‘certain villages 
which have so far been completely cut 
off has begun. Convoys of trucks 
carrying food and sanitary = equip- 
ment, are reaching their destinations. 
The villages of Tenes and Bou Henn are 
without water, because their mains have been 
cut, and water is being. rushed to their 
inhabitants, 


RESULT OF DENUDING FORESTS. 

The national chí leading out of Tenes 
ie impassable, having, been cut by the flood 
to a depth of 24 feet in one place. Some of 
the gravity of the disaster, 1s attributed to 
the natives’ habit of denuding the forests by 
burning them off every spring for the purpose 
of improving their. pasturage.

THE WHITE SLAVE 
TRAFFIC,

The special body of experts who. had in- 
vestigated the subject of the. white «slave 
traffic in women and childten stibmitted their 
report to-day to the Couneil “of -the League 
of Nations, The investigations extended over 
112 cities, although in the case of ‘South 
America the. inguiry 4was..limited to Buenos 
Aires,. Rio. de Janeiro, Monte, Video. and 
Salto, where the conditions @xisting’ at the 
time of the inquiry did not permit a “full 
investigation. i 

The inguiry lasted for two. years, and was 
completed in December, 1926. . The conditions 
as regards prostitution appeared worst in 
some of the South American countries, in 
spite of the laws. For example, some 500 
persons engaged in the traffic and supporters 
of ‘‘ public women “ are believed to exist in 
the Argentine, and the conditions in Buenos 
Aires are stated to be revolting. Clandestine 
prostitution is practised both at the theatres 
and clubs in Buenos Aires, and many women 
come to the Argentine for the purpose of 
making money, in the hope of being able to 
retur® later to their country of origin. 

Brisfiy, the report: first furnishes detailed 
information regarding the white slave traffic 
and the measures for controlling it in the 
various countries visited by the Commis- 
sioners, and, ‘with one exception; it” Was 
approved in the revised form by the League's

BELFAST 'BUS BILL. 


CHAMBER'S OPPOSITION 
WITHDRAWN. 


The Belfast Corporation 'Bus Bill was con- 
sidered at a meeting of the Belfast and Dis- 
trict Chamber of Trade yesterday, Mr. J. E. 
Anderson presiding. The Chamber had been 
opposed to the clause in the previously out- 
lined bill to acquire powers to run ‘buses 
within a twenty-mile radius from the city, 
but yesterday's meeting showed that they 
are not hostile to the new proposal to restrict 
the radius to two miles, 

The section of the bill designed to amend 
the- local Act of 1845 was discussed, and 
gratification was expressed at the defeat of 
the proviso that any disqualification under 
Section 15 of the 1845 Act already incurred 
should not debar the civic officer disqualified 
from any pension rights. The part played 
by Councillor Sweeney in the rejection ol 
this addendum came in for general approval, 
and the President took the opportunity of 
congratulating Councillor Sweeney upon his 
re-selection as candidate for Shankill Ward 

POSTAL ARRANGEMENT. 

A letter was read from the Belfast Print- 
ing Trade Employers’ Association stating that 
from the Ist November postal packets, im 
accordance with the Prepayment in Money 
regulations were accepted at the Belfast Post 
Office during the period 9 a.m. to ó p.m., 
Mondays to Fridays, and 9 a.m. to noon op 
Saturdays, instead of from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m 
Mondays to Saturdays as guess These 
new hours were being applied by way of ex- 
periment, and the General Post Office 
authorities would be prepared to reconsider 
withdrawing the new regulations if they met 
with serious objections from traders. The 
letter invited the Chamber to protest against 
the new regulations on the ground that those 
restrictions of postal facilities were likely te 
hampef trade, Even prior to the restrictions 
difficulties were experienced through advice 
notes, invoices, etc., often ne rece:ved 
after the goods had been received, and the 
system of keeping back packages posted under 
the printed paper rate was not helpful to the 
trading community. : 

The Secretary reported an interview which 
he had had with the Postmaster on the sub- 
ject. The same arrangements, he said, were 
made in London, and were being applied to 
the provinces. |

FARM PRODUCE. 


EXISTING METHODS ALL 
WRONG. 


REPORT OF NORTHERN 
COMMITTEE. 


a & —. 


The Departmental. Committee which was 
set up in Northern Ireland to investigate 
transit, prices and the marketing oí agritul- 
tural produce, has issued its report. The 
Committee held fourteen sittings, at which 
evidence was taken from fifty witnesses. 


MARKETING METHODS. 

Dealing with the existing methods of 
marketing, the report states:—‘‘The great 
volume of the evidence submitted to us in 
this connection was to the effect that existing 
methods of marketing farm produce are defi- 
nitely wrong. In practically every instance 
the Northern Ireland farmer is himself respon- 
sible for the marketing of his produce, In 
other words, each individual producer, almost 
invariably destitute of adequate commercial 
mhi, or of any intimate knowledge oí the 
many factors which, at any given time, regu- 
late supply, demand and price in a particular 
market, endeavours, in his comparative 
ignorance, to conduct his marketing opera- 
tions successfully against the specialised 
training, comprehensive information, and 
highly organised business methods which he 
has to meet. From the point of view of the 
individual farmer such a system is clearly 
wrong, and from the point of view of the 
agricultural community as a whole the system 
cannot be too severely condemned. It repre- 
sents the maximum of competition among 
producers, coupled with the maximum of 
alternative Rane as for buyers, and must, in 
consequence, depress the prices realised by 
producers. . 

“It is a matter for regret that amon 
the farming community of aitinn ireland 
the co-operative movement has been, in the 
bu a failure. The temperament of the 

orthern Ireland farmer is not conducive to 

pid success in co-operative effort, but we 
are, nevertheless, far from believing that the 
essential conservatism and self-reliance of our 
farmers must necessarily render co-operation 
amongst them impracticable. We have given 
the greatest thought to this vital matter, and 
we believe that the successful marketing of 
Northern Ireland produce can be very greatly 
helped by the co-operation of producers. In 
this view we are supported by many of the 
witnesses who appeared before us.’’ 
_ In relation to the marketing of live stock 
it 1s suggested that the British authorities 
should be urged substantially to curtail, if 
not to dispense with, the period of deten- 
tion in the case of animals from Northern 
Ireland so long as Northern Ireland continues 
free from serious animal disease. 


THE NEED FOR CHEAP TRANSPORT. 

Regarding the cost of transit of farm pro- 
duce, the Committee say:—‘‘It is obvious 
that in the transit of farm produce between a 
multiplicity of points, each probably affected 
by purely local conditions, individual in- 
stances of anomalies in rates and of inequit- 
able rates arise. Much evidence as to such 
instances was tendered. The Committee have, 
however, endeavoured in their consideration 
of the problems of transit costs to view the 
matters as a whole rather than to attempt to 
deal with an infinity of differing rates. The 
railway se" st have already given sympa- 
thetic consideration to several anomalies aid 
injustices, and stated that they are prepared 
to consider all such cases with a view to 
modified treatment. 

_ “The shipping companies, in certain 
instances, at any rate, have not given the 
sympathetic consideration to the Northern 
Ireland agricultural industry which that 
industry merits. As an instance, we may 
site the evidence given before us that the 
freight rates for potatoes from Northern Ire- 
land to Bristol Channel ports were increased 
owing to the high cost of coal consequent on 
the coal strike of 1926, and, that, notwith- 
standing the fact that coal prices were at 
least normal, this increase had not been can- 
celled. The committee realise that railway 
companies in particular are experiencing a 
period of great difficulty owing, in the main, 
to high operating costs and the rapid growth 
of road competition. They are now inclined, 
we believe, to afford such inducements, both 
in regard to rates and facilities for the con- 
veyance of agricultural produce, as will prove 
mutually beneficial to themselves and to the 
agricultural industry. The committee have, 
however, received general evidence from 
reliable and very varied sources to the effect 
that the present costs of transit, even if they 
can be shown to be compatible with working 
expenses, are nevertheless so high as to con- 
stitute a very grave impediment, and, in 
some cases, a virtual bar to the marketing of 
Northern Ireland farm produce. The reed 
for cheap transport was never greater in con- 
nection with the agricultural industry than it 
is to-day. 

A REVISION OF RATES. 

" a in barrels, we are informed, are 
carri from New York, Boston. Nova 
Scotia, etc., to any port in United Kingdom 
for 3s. Sd. per barrel; while apples in 
barrels from many stations in the Co. 
Armagh cost. 4s. 5d. per barrel to London. 
Eggs from Enniskillen to Liverpool cost 65s. 
sá ton, whereas eggs from Hamburg to 
Averpool cost 50s. per ton. 

‘The Committee suggests that the carry- 
ing companies should revise existing rates in 
the most complete and sympathetic manner 
with a view to making such concessions as 
will aid the agricultural industry. Reduced 
rates attract more traffic. We think also 
that the companies should consider the ques- 
tion of making very substantial reductions in 
their rates for the carriage of artificial 
manures and lime. The present rates are so 
high that the purchase and use of these 
agricultural necessities, in adequate quanti- 
ties, is difficult, if not impossible, for many 
farmers. ”' 

Concerning the cause of the difference in 
prices obtained by producers and the prices 
charged to consumers, the report states :'— 

“We were unable to secure such evidence 
as would enable us to clarify our minds 
regarding this problem. During our inquiry 
it ame evident to us that the question of 
retail prices is one of the greatest intricacy 
and is dependent on many factors with whic 
our terms of reference scarcely warrant us to 
deal. In our <¢_ ott the problem of retail 
prices is so closely interwoven with such 
major matters as the incidence of taxation, 
general and local, direct and indirect; the 
hours of, and the remuneration for, labour; 
and the post-war changes in the general 
standards of living; that it could only be 
fairly considered in its relationship to our 
existing social organisation. Our investiga- 
tions, apart from the foregoing factors, have 
clearly demonstrated that the difference in 
producers’ and consumers’ prices is largely 
determined by marketing methods, and we 
have, therefore, given the most careful con- 
sideration to the various possibilities by 
which improvements and economies in 
marketing methods might be secured. A sug- 
gestion has been made, which we endorse, 
that if a reduction could be secured in postal 
rates for farm progluce, a system of direct 
supply would be greatly facilitated. 


THE RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The principa! recommendations made by the 
company are as follows :— 

1. Carrying companies should revise rates. 

2. Postal rates for farm produce should be 
reduced. 

3. Adequate educative efforts should be 
undertaken to develop co-operation amongst 
the agricultural community. 

4. Fan education in rural districta 
should be given an agricultural trend. 

5. All farm produce should be brought 
within a system of compulsory inspection. 
The compulsory inspection of potatoes for 
export is a matter of urgency. 

w In the case of Northern Ireland live stock 
entering ports in Great, Britain, the detention 
period should be substantially curtailed, if not 
cancelled. 

7. The production on farms of inferior butter 
should be discouraged. 

8, The establishment of credit banks for the 
farming community should be considered.

BELFAST, Monday. 

The Senate was the chief centre of 
political interest in the North during the 
past week, and a rather interesting debate 
took place in connection with the second 
reading of the Trades Disputes Bill. 
There is an Oppositiun of one only, and 
Mr. Robert Dorman is a lonely figure 
upholding the flag of Socialism in that 
august assembly. Many people are of 
opinion that the Senate is merely a re- 
cording agency for the House of Commons, 
as so far, with one exception, it has not 
given much evidence of legislative genius, 
and it is compared unfavourably with the 
more virile “‘Upper House” in the Free 
State, which makes its influence felt in 
the framing of laws. 

In the days of ancient Rome, when 
Senators were chosen, they were placed in 
a position which enabled them to study 
what was best for the nation—and they 
were the greatest of all legislators—but 
in Northern Ireland a Senator gets two 
guineas for every attendance and railway 
fare if he lives outside the city. As the 
attendances are few and far between, the 
salary list is small, and it is said with 
truth that the Northern Senate is the 
most economic legislative organisation in 
the world. It is, however, the reverse in 
the House of Commons, where the rank 
and file get £200 a year whether they 
attend or not, provided they have once 
taken their seats. These growing vested 
interests will always prove an obstacle 
to the expansion of friendly relations, 
beyond a certain point, throughout the 
country. 


PROBLEM SET BY MR. CLOW. 


The statement made recently by Mr. 
W. M. Clow, of Portadown, that the 
Presbyterians, North and South, are 
anxious to have unity and that Ireland 
should be made one, was strongly resented 
by Viscount Craigavon in the Northern 
House of Commons during the last sitting 
of that assembly. He emphatically de- 
clared that Mr. Clow’s assertion did not 
represent the views of the Government ; 
but, of course, the Premier cannot speak 
for the Presbyterians, many of whom have 
been hostile to his policy for a long time 
past. No matter what politicians may 
say, friendlier feelings are coming int? 
existence on each side of the border, and 
there is a growing desire for good fellow- 
ship and a closer relationship in the 
business and social life of .the country. 
In sport, music, the Churches, and in a 
common heritage of sacrifice and high 
tradition there is no division, and never 
can be a division, and all. these things 
are working silently in Treland’s fayour. 

Until Mr, Clow’s assertion is repudiated 
by the Presbyterian body no one can be 
certain that he is wrong, and in the mean- 
time the Nationalists are jubilant and 
extracting a good deal of amusement out 
of the situation. The Premier knew well 
that he was being “baited”? when Mr. 
Cahir Healy tried to draw him out, and 
his forceful negative was most significant ; 
but he scored when he said that the 
Customs barrier was set up by the Free 
State against the North and Great 
Britain, although he had done his best 
to prevent it. The Northern Government 
has no jurisdiction in the matter of tariffs, 
the Customs being a reserved service; but 
the Free State would be doing a great 
service to the country as a whole, and 
would be bringing the day of unity nearer, 
if it removed all irritating restrictions on 
the border, and let Irishmen mingle freely 
together without any disturbing thought 
of separation. 


LABOUR TROUBLES BREWING. 


The situation in connection with the 
labour test proposed to be given by the 
Belfast Board of Guardians to able- 
bodied men seeking outdoor relief is de- 
veloping. It is understood that the Cor- 
poration is prepared to hand over a large 
piece of land at the old asylum grounds 
for the suggest# scheme, but its scope 
has not been disclosed, and no one knows 
whether it is for garden culture or, as 
has been darkly hinted, building opera- 
tions. The Belfast Trades and Labour 
Council has already taken steps to pro- 
tect its interests in the matter, and in- 
dustrial trouble is foreshadowed should 
trades union principles be violated. At a 
meeting of the Council, held during the 
week-end, Councillor Dawson Gordon, 
who presided, struck a note of warning, 
and said that serious consideration should 
be given to the whole question. With re- 
gard to the test, he said that no pro- 
vision had been made as to wages, and 
in that respect a big problem had arisen.

““a reactionary movement of the Guar- 
dians.” Until quite recently there has 
been very little talk of labour troubles, 
but, as events are marching, there may 
be some use for the Trades Disputes Bill 
soon aftér it becomes law. 


THE SILENT VALLEY. 


The operations of the Belfast Water 
Commissioners at the Silent Valley, in 
the heart of the Mourne Mountains, where 
shafts are being sunk in search of a rock 
foundation for the dam of a great re- 
servoir, are still unavailing, and respon- 
sible citizens are gravely concerned at 
the unsatisfactory state of affairs. Deep 
borings are being made and abandoned, 
and it seems as if the quest of the Com- 
missioners were a hopeless one. Treasure 
is being buried in the morass, which, 
according to the report of a distinguished 
engineer long ago, forms the bed of the 
valley. It is stated that the sum of 
almost half-a-million pounds has been 
already expended on the venture; yet 
nothing but information of the vaguest 
kind can be obtained from the authori- 
ties as to the progress of the works. 

At the last meeting of the Commis- 
sioners Mr, Joseph Shaw, Chairman of 
the Board, said that the time has not 
yet come when a more or less definite 
statement can be made. He pointéd out 
that investigations and experiments have 
been carried on by eminent engineering 
experts since the early part of the year, 


‘and added that these are not yet suffi- 


ciently forward to enable a scheme to be

formulated as to the best means to le 
employed to enable the work to be carried 
out in the safest, quickest and most 
economical manner. No indication 15 
‘ven as to the methods of procedure, 
and the people are left as much as ever 
in the dark.. Probably no satisfactory 
answer can be given at present, and 
silence will reign for some time longer 
over the mist-crowned slopes which guard 
the famous valley. The Commissioners 
resent any outside interference with their 
business, but they cannot expect to 50 
on for an unlimited period without pro- 
test, unless they can point to some tan- 
gible results of their enterprise.

The spirit of gambling is becoming 
very active in Belfast, and attention is 
being drawn to its evils by both Church 
and State.

FE. W. Young, of Carlisle Memorial 
Church, Belfast, spoke out fearlessly on 
this subject, and said that the gambling, 
which is the principal fascination con- 
nected with the new form of sport—grey- 
hound racing—is lowering the moral tone 
of the youth of the city, and similar views 
have been expressed in other quarters. — 

Attention was drawn to the matter in 
the Northern House of Commons the other 
day, and a return was submitted by the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, in which it 1s 
shown that in Belfast alone there are 218 
betting houses known to the police; but: 
of course, in addition, there is a small 
army of “sixpenny’’ bookmakers, whose 
place of business is in the open air ab 
street corners in working class districts. 
They all appear to flourish exceedingly. 
During the first ten months of this year 
there were 679 prosecutions of bookmakers 
in the city, and the total amount of fines 
imposed was £4,210; but where the non- 
productive profits are enormous such 
penalties do not seriously affect the 
“industry.” 


A FINGER IN THE PIE. 


When the official recipe for the King’s 
Christmas pudding was published a few 
weeks ago there was consternation in luch 
circles in Northern Ireland because the 
name of the Joyal province did not appear 
in that widely-published document, while 
every other part of the Empire was men- 
tioned. With that one notable exception 
every Dominion, Colony and Dependency 
was called upen to provide some ingredient 
for that symbclic production; but the 
cruellest cut of all was that the Free 
State received particular prominence in 
having to supply twenty eggs. The ques- 
tion assumed State importance. It was 
raised in the Belfast Parliament, and 
there was soreness in the ranks of the 
Unionist Party, which was not allayed by 
the hilarity of the Opposition and the 
scofing of Independent members. 

Now. however, all is well. It was in- 
tolerable that Ulster should not have ‘‘a 
finger in the pie,” as it were, and it has 
now been announced that Ulster is to pro- 
vids some of the eggs in co-operation wits 
the Free State for the Empire pudding to 
be presented to His Majesty. It is not 
stated how it came about that the North 
was remembered on this occasion, but, no 
doubt, weighty reasons, combined with the 
uproar raised by indignant politicians, 
were responsible for the chef's altered 
recipe for such a great culinary effort. 


REDUCTION IN INCOME TAX? 


Speaking at a meeting of Incorporated 
Accountants, in Belfast, during the week- 
end, Viscount Craigavon referred to the 
gradual improvement in trade and com- 
merce, and said that the outlook for a 
reduction of taxation on rates was fairly 
rosy, while he also thought that within a 
year or two there should be a reduction 
in income tax. These are brave words, 
and it is to be hoped that they will be 
realised, but the management of Belfast's 
civic affairs does not give encouragement 
for diminished rates, and while there is

PLEA FOR A NATIONAL 
ECONOMIC COUNCLL.

The Barrington lecturer in Economics, Mr 
Joseph Johnston, F,,T.C.D., lectured on “The 
Better Organisation of the Public Services,” 
in Limerick on Friday evening, and in Cork 
on Saturday evening, under the auspices of 
the Municipal Technical Institute. 

The _ of economy in the public ser- 
vices, he said, is not simply one of cutting 
down their cost. The true sense of economy 
involves a comparison between effort put forth. 
and results achieved. The public services, 
both national and local, are now uneconomic, 
because they involve an expenditure of man- 
power, and, incidentally, of financial re- 
sources,.which is disproportionate to the 
human value of the results obtained. These 
results would be even better if those services 
were organised from the point of view of dis- 
covering and promoting the general economic 
interest, as well as performing the particular 
tasks which are the special concern of each 
department and each local governing 
authority. The problem of their better 
organisation is the problem of correcting the 
departmental squint of central government 
officials and the parochial myopia of local 
governing authorities. 


WORST FEATURES OF PRESENT 
SYSTEM. 

The worst features of our traditional Loca! 
Government system are a hide-bound system 
of legalistic control, and the failure to secure 
expert qualifications in the local officials. The 
latter is now in process of being remedied, 
but it is not yet clearly realised that the 
higher the standard of administrative com- 
— among loca! officials the more the 
Ministry of Local Government itself becomes 
a useless anachronism, which ought at no dis- 
tant date to be abolished, while the limits of 
municipal freedom in law-making, administra 
tion, and finance should be widely extended, 

The British svstem of Local Government, as 
applied to Ireland, was a bad system. and the 
excuse for the existence of the Local Govern- 
ment Board was that it might. by its con. 
stant interference, minimise the vices of a 
bad system. There iS nothing analogous to 
our Local Government Ministry in Germany. 
In Great Britain and Ireland local authorities 
may only do what the law allows, and only 
in the way which the law specifies. In 
Germany they may do everything which is 
not forbidden by law, and in the way that 
suits them best. It is the difference between 
municipal slavery and freedom.
